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MEET JIMMY MURPHY 


CREATOR OF 
“TOOTS AND CASPER” : 


To Jimmy Murphy, creator of the ever pop- ' 
ular “Toots and Casper”, the world is a wonder- 
ful place where strange and marvelous ‘things 
keep happening when one least expects them. 
Since he’s never been able to figure out just why 
these things do happen, Murphy has adopted 
an attitude whereby he just sits back, uses his 
brains and drawing board, and lets them occur. 
To date, he’s never had cause to regret this plan 
of action. 

He first started along this line of thought as 
a young man-still in his teens in fact—when 
after a year at Creighton University, he was 
promised a job on the old “Omaha Bee” news- 
paper. An editor friend of his assured him of a 
job as artist-cartoonist just as soon as the new 
engraving plant, the paper was building, was 
finished. 

Murphy watched the plant go up brick by 
brick. He counted the days, sharpened his pen- 
cils, bought some new pens, and when the struc- 
ture was finally completed, he set out to claim 
his rightful position. 

BUT ... in the interim between the time the 
editor friend promised Murphy the job and 
the building was finished, officials higher up 
than young Jimmy’s friend had hired another 
artist, and Murphy found himself out in the 
cold. 

Completely discouraged, Murphy decided 
that what he needed was a change of scenery 
... and so he packed a single suitcase and set 
out to see the country. It was during this sight- 
seeing tour that he evolved the ideas for the 
strip that was to be known as “Toots and Cas- 
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per”. This was only one in the long series of i 
‘wonderful things’ that just happened to him. | 

Murphy was born in Chicago, the son of a 
furniture dealer who had big ambitions for his 
children, and who decided that Omaha was the 
place to see that they were carried out. There. 
fore, early in the 1890’s the Murphy family 
trekked west. It was in Omaha that Jimmy™ 
Murphy made a name for himself as a football 
and baseball player and as an amateur car- 
toonist. 

His first regular job as an artist, however, was 
with a daily paper in Spokane, Washington, 
Here he did political cartoons and drawings for 
the editorial page. From Washington, Murphy 
just ‘happened’ to drift south, until he estab- 
lished a reputation for himself as a top cartoon- 
ist in practically every large town on the west 
coast. All this while, however, he never forgot 
his “Toots and Casper” idea. ; 

It wasn’t until 1918 though, when Murphy 
got a call to New York to join the staff of the 
New York Journal, that he actually began to 
work on the strip. Although he was still doing 
political and editorial drawings, “Toots and 
Casper” was taking shape. The adventures of } 
the bewildered, mustached little husband and 
his beautiful, baby-faced blonde wife with a de- 
cidedly impish approach to life soon became a 
popular feature. It became so popular in fact, — 
that Murphy found himself drawing only that — 
before long and the politics were given to some- © 
one else. When King Features picked up “Toots 7 
and Casper” in 1920 for syndication, Murphy 
knew that one of those things had just ‘hap- 
pened’ again. 

Today Jimmy Murphy’s cartoon characters: 
are not only a familiar sight to millions of its 
older avid followers, but with every new crop | 


of youngsters who reach the reading age, “Toots _ 
and Casper” fast becomes one of their favorite 
strips. 

To this we can only say, it’s just another of 
those “wonderful things” that keep happening 
to Jimmy Murphy. Let’s hope they never stop.
